that they will develop into good 

sized, profitable dairy cows, is 
one of the most important problems 
confronting the dairyman. Since the cost of feed consti- 
tutes by far the greater part of the expense in raising heif- 
ers, the solution of this problem depends largely upon the 
selection of feeds which give the desired results in the de- 
velopment of the heifers, and which, at the same time, are 
advisable from an economic standpoint. The quantity of 
concentrates used, owing to the present high prices, not 
only of cereals but mill by-products as well, must be kept 
to the minimum. Legume hays have been used very ex- 
tensively and from the standpoint of nutrition they are 
probably superiur to any other roughage for young calves. 
However, in some sections these hays do not do as well as 
in others ard consequently the local prices are high. Corn 
silage has given exceptionally good results with other class- 
es of livestock and is now being used more and more as a 
roughage for young dairy stock. In order to determine the 
comparative value of several rations composed of different 
concentrates, feeding experiments for three years have 
been carried on at the Virginia Agricultural Experiment 
Station. 

The results show clearly that under the conditions of 
this experiment the ration fed to the heifers in Lot I, con- 
sisting of corn silage and cottonseed meal, was best, con- 
sidering both cost of feeds and condition of the animals. 
The heifers fed corn silage and cottonseed meal were in 
just as thrifty condition at the end of the experiment as 
those in the other two lots, and their general appearance 
was better.

The heifers in Lot II, which were fed corn silage, clov- 
er hay, cottonseed meal and corn meal, wintered very well, 
and this ration was satisfactory, but the clover hay in the 
ration increased its cost and therefore the gains were less 
econcmical than those obtained by the feeding of corn si- 
lage and cottonseed meal. There was no real advantage 
derived from this mixed ration. 

The heifers in Lot III, which were fed clover hay and 
corn meal, made a slightly larger gain and were more uni-

form in condition at the end of the 
winter than those of either of the 
other lots, yet the cost was almost 
double and the difference in gain of 
heifers in Lot III would not offset the difference in cost of 
this gain as compared with Lots I and II. 

Cost of feeds.— Owing to the fact that prices of feeds 
fluctuate greatly in different years and in different locali- 
ties, a statement of the cost of feeds used in this experi- 
ment has no great significance. The average prices paid 
for the feeds used were as follows: Corn silage, $4.00 per 
ton; clover hay, $20.00 per ton; cottonseed meal, $35.00 
per ton, and corn nieal, $35.00 per ton. 

Since corn silage proved to be a more economical 
roughage than clover hay for wintering dairy heifers, the 
feeding experiments for the year of 1916-17 were planned 
to test the relative values of the following concentrates 
when fed with corn silage: Cottonseed meal, linseed meal 
(old process), peanut meal, and wheat bran.

The heifers fed cottonseed meal and linseed meal went 
on feed very much better in the fall than those fed peanut 
meal and wheat bran. Peanut meal did not seem very pal- 
atable at first, but later the heifers took to the feed very 
much better. The wheat bran seemed too bulky. The 
heifers did not clean up their rations as readily as desired 
for the first ten days to two weeks. The lot fed linseed 
meal and silage maintained the sleekest coats and appeared 
in better condition than any of the other lots. This ration 
did not prove to be-too laxative. The lot fed cottonseed 
meal made good gains and this proved to be the cheapest 
ration used, both as to cost per month and cost per hun- 
dred pounds gain. Wheat bran with silage gave the least 
gain at the greatest cost per month, and the greatest cost 
per hundred pounds gain. 

~The relative value of .these supplementary concen- 


_trates will depend on the cost of each,;but the quantities 
_used, which gave nearly the same nutritive.value, the best 


results were obtained in the following order: 2.5 pounds 


_ linseed meal; 2 pounds cottonseed meal; 2.5 pounds pea- 


nut meal; 5 pounds wheat bran. 
Cost of feeds.—The prices of feeds fluctuated greatly 
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during the season. The following prices were paid for the 
feeds used: Corn silage, $5.00 per ton; cottonseed meal, 
$45.00 per ton; linseed meal, $50.00 per ton; wheat bran, 
$32.50 per ton, and peanut meal, $45.00 per ton. 

Ce-n silage was used for roughage for the winter of 
1917-18, and the concentrates were furnished in the form 
of soy bean meal, peanut meal and velvet bean meal.

The heifers did not do as well as in the previous years 
nor as well as we should have desired: The roughage. con- 
sisted of 20 pounds of corn silage and was all that heifers 
of this age and weight would clean up. The soy bean meal 
gave slightly better results than the peanut meal from the 
standpoint: of gains. and it proved more’ valatable than the 
peanut meal. If a feeder were going to depend solely upon 
silage and one of these concentrates to winter heifers of 
this age, the amount of concentrate should be slightly in- 
creased. Either concentrate makes a good supplementary 
feed to go with corn silage.

From the standpoint of gains or cost, based on the 
values and amounts used, one of these concentrates will 
supplement corn silage as well as the others, except one 
point and that is the palatability of the rations. They 
ranked in thé following order: 1st, soybean meal; 2d, 
peanut meal; 3rd, velvet bean meal. The rations used 
were deficient in protein and that accounts for the lack of 
satisfactory gains. The amount of silage was about the 
maximum amount that the heifers would clean up each 
feed. By increasing the amount of concentrate fed, the 
protein content of the rations would be more nearly equal 
the requirements of the animals and would give better 
results. 

Peanut meal should be purchased without being mixed 
with the ground hulls, as the hull does not seem to have 
any feeding value or advantage to the ration and contains 
an excess of crude fiber for best results.

46 pounds of peanut hulls. which have very little—if any— 
feeding value. According to Henry and Morrison peanut 
hulls, sometimes called ‘peanut bran,” are over half fiber 
and less valuable than common straw.” 

Velvet bean meal is rather low in protein but fairly 
high in therms net energy, and is the least palatable of the 
seven feeds used. It is one half as valuable as soybean 
meal when used as a supplementary concentrate with corn 
silage for wintering dairy heifers. 

Wheat bran was the least satisfactory of any of the 
concentrates tested, and should not be used as the sole 
concentrate to supplement corn silage for wintering dairy 
heifers. Bran is slightly. laxative and rather bulky.

Cattle Tick Releases This Year Break Record 


Federal and State Forces Drive Parasite from 79,217 More 
Square Miles in South—Quarantine to Be 
Lifted December 1. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—The year that brings to 
America and the Allies victory in the great war also 
brings to the South the fruits of the biggest year’s work 
that ever has been done in freeing it from one of the 
greatest obstacles to the development of balanced and 
prosperous agriculture. — 

The Federal and State forces fighting the cattle fever 
tick—the destructive animal parasite that has caused an 
annual loss estimated at $40,000,000— have gone so far 
“over the top” this year that in the twelve months ending 
December 1 they will have driven the tick from 179,217 
additional square miles of'territory in nine southern States. 
That is the greatest area ever freed from the tick in one 
year since the campaign began actively in 1906. Added 
to the territory previously freed, it makes 458,529 square 
miles—63 per cent of the 728.565 square miles infected and 
quarantined on July 1, 1906. The accomplishment convinces 
officials of the Bureau of Animal Industry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, that their goal of a “tick-free 
South” will be attained early in the nineteen-twenties. 

South Carolina Wholly Free. 

Aside from the outstanding fact that the release from 
quarantine on December 1—soon to be formally authorized 
by the Secretary of Agriculture—will open up a great 
area to unrestricted cattle raising and marketing, the 
year will be notable because it places another State in 
the hundred per cent tick-free column. That State is South 
Carolina, from ten counties of which the Federal restric- 
tions are to be raised., These ten counties, lying along the 
coast and with an area of 8,739 square miles, are the last 
in the state to be freed. In 1906 all the 44 counties of South 
Carolina, with a total aréa of 30,495 square miles were in- 
fected and quarantined. 

Drives Wedge to the Sea. 

The freeing of all of South Carolina is significant, be- 
cause it is in the first Atlantic Coast State to be wholly 
liberated. It marks the driving of a wedge to the sea, just 
as last year the freeing of all of Mississippi drove a wedge 
to the Gulf. The tick map, changed to accord with the 


December releases, shows how the long battle is being 
won. In place of the solid band of red that twelve years 
ago covered all the South, there is a broad ribbon of white 
to the Gulf, another to the Atlantic, and white areas 
through all the territory that in 1906 was closed to the 
unrestricted production. and movement of cattle. 

Tick Fight a War Measure. 

That tick eradication has been recognized as a war 
measure was shown by an emergency appropriation by 
Congress to provide additional men for the work. As 
a result of the special funds, added to the regular appro- 
priation, it was possible during 1918 to attack the tick with 
a larger force than ever before. On July 1, 1918, there were 
at work 354 inspectors of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
representing the Federal Government; 353 state inspectors; 
and 1,490 county inspectors. They supervised 6,680,232 
dippings of cattle during that month in the 26,976 dipping 
vats that were available. The method of eradication fol- 
lowed this year was the same as that adopted early in 
the campaign, consisting of systematic dipping in a stand- 
ardized arsenical solution of all cattle in a community at 
regular intervals throughout the season. 

Why Tick Eradication Pays. 

Does tick eradication pay? The question has been 
answered in every community: freed of ticks by better 
cattle, better agriculture in general, better prices, and 
higher real estate values. The cost of eradication has been 
found to be from 18 to 50 cents a head of catle, while the 
increased value of each animal is greatly in excess of this, 
one canvass having resulted in an estimated average in- 
crease of $9.76 a head. Added to the strictly monetary 
advantage is the feeling of satisfaction of the cattle raiser 
when he knows that his animals are converting their food 


into flesh and milk, and not into blood-sucking parasites, . 


and that his cattle are free to be sold anywhere in the 


United States on equal terms with all others.

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Greater Co-operation Among the Local Clubs 


HE Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Club of New York 
' State did wisely at its November meeting in consid- 
ering the question of affiliating the local clubs of the 
state. New York is in many respects the leading Holstein 
State of the Union. There are more breeders, more Hol- 
steins, more National Association members, and more 
great record makers in New York than in any other state. 
There is a lack, however, in the local organization of these 
breeders and their interests. In spite of the great number 
of breeders and their favorable location through close 
proximity, there are but fifteen local clubs or associations 
in the state. The breeders are there, and the cattle; every- 
thing in fact but the initiative to start and maintain 
organizations in the sections where they are warranted. 
The present number could be doubled without crowding 
the field, and without any.encroachment on territory that is 
already occupied. Prof. Rider, in his talk at Syracuse 
November 20, touched upon this phase of the situation, and 
we feel safe in saying that the Extension Service of the 
National Association is planning special attention to this 
organization work. 

If these organizations, no matter how numerous they 
may become, work independently, and without regard to 
the aims of the rest, they are going to fall far short of their 
full possibilities for service to the breeders. Outside of 
Holstein matters, there are, problems continually :.arising, 
new; legislation affecting the interests..of every breeder, 
that can. be met effectively only..by. united and organized 
effort. With twenty: or thirty: Holstein clubs, located in all 
parts of the state, speaking through one representative, 
central body, the sound.would make ‘itself heard unmis- 
takably in Albany and Washington, and. just demands 
would be promptly: granted, instead of being buried in 
some committee and -lost. ‘ 

When -Organized Labor speaks at Washington through 
Samuel Gompers, the.answer is -immediate, and affirma- 
tive, no matter what may have been asked. When. other 
organizations attain the numerical strength and unity of 
purpose of the various Labor ‘organizations, they will be 
given the same kind of a hearing—but not before. The

William Dempster Hoard . 


T-is generally conceded that American Agriculture:owes 
| a greater debt: to-Governor>W. D: Hoard: than--to any 

other single individual.. Born in Stockbridge, Madison 
County, New. York. in.1836, his. life. until he ,attained his 
majority was spent on the home farm. In 1857 he felt the 
call of the west, and located in Jefferson County, Wiscon- 
sin. His original plan was to become ‘an exhorter, and a 
license to that effect was granted him. However. differing 
with the presiding elder in a matter of doctrine, he burned 
his license «and ‘took “employment as a wood-cutter. His 
next activity was asa singing-school teacher. At the be- 
ginning of the Civil War he promptly enlisted, but was 
later, discharged-.on account of. ill, health. His health im- 
proving, he re-enlisted and served until the close of the 
war. Returning from the army he engaged in the nursery 
and hop business. The. former proved a paying, venture, 
but the hop industry,,cost him debts that reayiped yay 
years. for,settlement. In.1870 he began to. give, axpresaiy 
to. hig ,¥igsion of the importance of. dairying, in succesgtul 
agriculture. In.this year, he started the Jefferson Cowaty, 
Union,.a local newspaper ,with considerable, attention, (e- 
voted to dairying. This same year he performed, a,pignal 
service to the dairy interests of the state by inducing the 
railroads to,provide refrigerator cars for cheese shipments 
to the east,-and,to make,,a_rate less than half what they 
had been-charging. This enabled.Wisconsin cheese to com- 
pete with the; eastern. product. ‘In 1871 he-was instrumen- 
tal in organizing ‘the Jefferson County Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion, and. the following year he *erganized, with the assis- 
tance of a ‘half dozén ‘other pioneer spirits, the’ Wisconsit 
State Dairymen’s Association, the first of its kind in Amer- 
ica, In 1884 he advocated thé idéa of thé Farmers’ Institute 
so strongly “that it” was Adopted ‘in™ til and has 


. 


since become. one ‘of our national institutions. In 188% 
Hoard’s Dairyman, was founded, a four-page sheet that has 
grown under, his. watchful care and guidance to its present 
stature. In 1888 he was elected Governor of Wisconsil,

and verted = aeecrse of agriculture, and dairying was 
i” nthe statute books. For several years he served 
nee “tate Board of Regents, with credit to that body,

While it is unfortunate that Governor Hoard could not 
have lived to see the completion of the W. D. Hoard 
Memorial, to be erected by the agricultural interests of the 
nation, it should be a source of great satisfaction to all of 
us that he knew of the purpose of the industry for which 
e had done so much, and realized the love and respect 
which that industry felt for him.

first to contribute to the fund for this Memorial, the sum 
of $1000, being voted at the Worcester Convention in 1917. 
We quote from the remarks of President Aitken on that 
occasion, as taken from the minutes of that meeting. 

“tT want to bring to your attention a proposition that 
appéals ‘very strongly to me, one that I have thought about 
very much, in the last few years, since I have been actively 
identified with' this great industrial effort pertaining to’the 
dairy, and that is that agriculture, animal industry’ and 
dairy industry, have never had any recognition in the past. 
There is not any evidence, anywhere, of any monument or 
memorial that has been erected to a man because he has 
accomplished great things in agriculture, in dairying, or in 
animal industry. And, to my mind, it is our own fault, my 
friends. We have never, ourselves, sufficiently inculcated 
into the body politic of this country the: thought that 
ours is an art, that this agricultural interest we represent 
and engage in, is an art that is worthy of notice, and 
that for any man who accomplishes great things in excess 
of what any other person has accomplished, it behooves us 
tp see to it that there is some tablet, somewhere, that the 

Oung Man may look at, that will inspire him to produce 
rebults in this gredt agricultural field, so that Hé ‘may have 
credit attached to Nis nae and a monument ‘erected to this 
memory. I am going té ask The’ Holsteti-Friesian Assdcia* 
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tion of America to start a fund, by a subscription of $1,000 
to erect a tablet or a monument. to the memory of W. D. 
Hoard of Wisconsin (great applause), to my mind the most 
famous agriculturist this country ever produced; and to my 
mind, my friends, he has done practically as much for the 
benefit of mankind and for the possibilities of feeding the 
people of this country as any. man who has ever lived. 
(Great applause). I am on a committee that was appointed 
by some friends of the Governor; they were going to take 
this matter up among individuals, and already have had 
artists and sculptors at work, on an estimated cost of some 
twenty thousand dollars. I said to that committee. “Won’t 
you wait, gentlemen? Mr. Hoard is not a Holstein-Friesian 
breeder, but I believe the -Holstein-Friesian breeders of 
America would be delighted to be the first ones to put 
their shoulders to the wheel to create a fund for the pur- 
pose for which you_are asking this committee to take ac- 
tion.” (Great applause.) 


Resolutions Regarding Hoard Memorial 


Adopted June 6, 1917, by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America: 

Whereas, History records the recognition of human 
achievement by testimonials, grants; titles,.and various 
other distinctions, and 

Whereas, Those’.engaged in other.arts and sciences 
who have conferred lasting benefits upon humanity, na- 
tions, municipalities, classes, or individuals, have been 
freely recognized and so honored by their fellow men as 
to arouse in others an ambition and’ a determination to 
equal or excel them in. labors, with a view to receiving - 
like testimonials, and honors, and : 

Whereas, In agriculture alone, of all. the arts, public 
recognition of those whose discoveries and accomplish- 
ments have been of the highest benefit to humanity, has 
been lax, so that the achievements of those who gave us 
the steel plow, the reaper, the centrifugal separator, and 
the Pabcock test for butterfat, thus contributing to the 
better living and direct uplift of hundreds of millions of 
individuals, have been practically unknown and unrecog- 
nized, and 

Whereas, Animal industry, of which ‘dairying is the 
most important branch and upon which the very existence 
and propagation of the human family depend, constitutes 
a field of labor and achievement worthy of the greatest 
minds, and 

Whereas, Those who have done substantial things in 
agriculture tending to uplift and better the condition of all 
humanity are deserving of the highest distinctions at the 
hands of their fellow men, and certainly from those de- 
voted to the art of agriculture, 

Therefore be it Resolved, That this body, The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, being duly assem- 
bled in annual convention on this the sixth day of June, in 
the year one thousand nine hundred and seventeen, in the 
City of Worcester, in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and representing over ten thousand members, besides state 
and local clubs in various sections of the United States, 
does hereby authorize and direct the Board of Officers to 
contribute the sum of one thousand dollars to the fund now 
being created for the purpose of erecting a suitable testi- 
monial to the Honorable W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin, in 
recognition of his distinguished services in behalf of the 


dairy industry.

Concerning Governor Hoard, the late Dr. Henry B. 
Favill has said: 


“I have come to feel with regard to Governor Hoard 
that he is a man, of the broadest statesmanship, and I 
have yet to know, in casting over in my mind all of the 
public figures’ of this country, I have yet to realize a man 
whose influence upon the welfare of this country has been 
greater than that of Governor Hoard. 

“That being the case, the question is always before us, 
how has he done it, and I say that he has done it by de- 
votion to a cause; he has done it by patience, insistence; 
dogged determination to go on and on until he accomplished 
what he was at, and never has he compromised. And so, 
although we can see in this same agricultural world and 
although we can see in the dairy world great figures; men 
of great influence and great power, after all, here is the 
man who has carried the key to the recesses of the closed 
mind“in this’ country.

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Gleanings from the Gardner Report 


Report No. 3, for the current official year covering the period from Jul 
to Ocober 26, 1918, includes the names of twenty-three cows with records of fo 
ty to over thirty-five pounds of butter in seven days. Of these, eighteen are p, : 
accessions to the list, while five have made at least one additional 30-1h reiane. 
This makes a total of ninety-six 30-lb. records reported during the present 
year in the first three reports. of which seventy-two are new and twenty-four 
repeating records. The grand total of 30-lb. cows thus far reported is 1260 

The full aged class is unusual in that it contains not a single seven-dg 
record above 700 Ibs., of milk, although several cows closely approach thas 
figure, and one cow, the California phenomenon, Raphaella Johanna Aaggie 34. 
is reported with a 90-day record of over 10,000 lbs. and a 120-day record better’ 
than 13,300 Ibs. In her first four months she has averaged better than 111 Ibs 
per day, and she shows a production of over. 3000 pounds in her fourth month. 

An exceedingly well-balanced record is that made by the Delaware cow, 
Emeretta Korndyke De Kol, with 34.37 lbs. butter and 693.7 lbs. milk in seven 
days, with over 140 Ibs. butter in thirty days and an average of better than 99 
lbs. milk per day, and nearly 400 lbs. butter in 90 days. 

Among the sires that are represented in the full aged class with 30. 
daughters, are to be noted Colantha Johanna Lad, with four, three of which 
produced from 600 to 674 lbs. of milk, King of the Pontiacs, King Segis Pon. 
tiac, King Pontiac Artis. and Dutchland Sir Pietertje Hengerveld. In this 
list of sires with 30-lb. daughters are to be found three‘sons of King of the 
Pontiacs and two sons of Colantha Johanna Lad. 

In this report are no less than fifteen cows making their records at ages 
ranging from ten to sixteen years. The oldest one is Barteenah Pel Decoration, 
a daughter of Maplewood Mechthilde Sir Parthenea, who at sixteen years, nine 
months, made a record: lacking but a minute fraction of 201bs. with 494.8 Ibs. milk. 
The World’s Record for the sixteen year old age class is held by Clothilde 
Josephine with 21.53 lbs. butter, at the age of sixteen years, two months. An- 
other cow, Beecher Withe 2d made nearly 17 lbs. at thirteen years of age. 
This cow will be remembered as’one of the interesting features of the Holstein 
Show at Columbus this year. 

Heading the senior four-year-old class is a 31-lb. daughter of King of the 
Pontiacs, K P Mayflower,-with an‘ average of nearly 94 lbs. of milk per day. 

Daisy Dewdrop, who last year as a three-year-old, made over 34 lbs., comes 
back as a Senior four-year-old with 30.36 lbs. and over 122 lbs. in thirty days. 

The Junior four-year-old class brings out a number of sensations including 
K P Idyl Segis, a 35.60-lb. daughter of King of the Pontiacs; Lola Pontiac Segis, 
a 34.13 lb. daughter of King Segis. Pontiac Count, breaking the American Milk 
Record for her class, making 772.8 lbs. This heifer also produces better than 
140 lbs. butter in 30 days. and averages better than 104 lbs. milk for the same 
period. Also the Iowa heifer, Oak Dale Lady Clothilde, with 30.70 lbs. butter and 
over 600 lbs. of milk. 

Leading the senior three-year-old class we find a daughter of Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad, with 30.33 lbs. butter. Her name is O K L Alexandra. Another 
daughter of the same sire is reported with a 60-day record of nearly 230 Ibs. 
milk. 

A 29-lb. record leads the Junior three-year-old class, the honor going to 
Superba Aaggie Pontiac, a daughter of King Segis Pontiac Columbo, and 
the 36-lb. cow, Fairmont Aaggie Topsy. Four. other heifers in this class made 
better than 25 lbs. in seven days. : ; 

In the senior two-year-old- class, Oak Dale Johanna Burke falls short. but 
two-hundredths of a pound of the 25-lb. mark, while one other heifer, Pontiac 
Irene. made better than 18 Ib. of fat,.from.the excellent milk production of 
546.00 lbs. It is interesting to note, however, that this milk record is only the 
third largest in the report, the leader being Canary Pauline Segis, a California 
heifer with 564.9 lbs., followed by a Delaware heifer, Pioneer Segis Queen, with 
549.7 lbs. Both of the last two named heifers have thirty-day records averaging 
over 70 lbs. milk per day, The senior two-year-old class shows twenty-pound 
daughters for King Korndyke Hengerveld Ormsby, Colantha Johanna Lad, Pie- 
iat Hengerveld Segis, Sir Inka Prilly Segis, King of the Pontiacs and Count 

egis. 

A daughter of King Korndyke Hengerveld Ormsby leads the Junior two- 
year-old class with 24.81 lbs,.butter. She is followed by Vanderkamp Segis Aag- 
gie, a daughter of Judge Ségis, with just under 24 lbs. Twenty-pound Junior 
two-year-olds are likewise credited to Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, King 
Segis Pontiac Chicago, and Sir Korndyke Pontiac Artis Jr. Altogether nine 
heifers in this class exceed the 20-lb. mark. Other famous sires represented 
by daughters closely approaching the 20-lb. mark are Colantha Johanna Cham- 
pion, King Segis Pontiac Alcartra, Rag Apple Korndyke 8th, Dutchland Cream- 
elle Korndyke Lad, King Pontiac Champion and Fairview Mata Rag Apple. 

Long-Time Tests in Progress. 

The report of long-time tests in progress covers the months of July and 
August. The highest butter record in either month is that made by the Iowa 
cow, Sunny Lady, with just over 140 lb. butter. The largest milk record re 
ported is that of the Ohio Senior four-year-old, May Clifden Pontiac, 2282.1 lbs. 

A number of sensational records are in progress, only a few of which we 
can take the space to mention. In particular, we note the Iowa five-year-old, 
Miss Pietertje Alexina 2d, who went over 1000-lb. fat in 352 days; Tilly Ab) 
cartra, with over 950 lbs. butter and 23,680 lbs. milk in 237 days. which is less 
than eight months. During the month of August she milked 2857.9 Ibs., which 
was more than any other cow under test gave during that period. Also Spring

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MEETING OF THE NEW YORK STATE HOLSTEIN 
CLUB 


A regular meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Club of New York State was held the evening of 
November 20, 1918, at the Yates Hotel, Syracuse. Presi- 
dent Floyd H. Stevens occupied the chair. The first order 
of business was the admission of seven new members, af- 


ter which Mr. F. C. Niemann extended a cordial invitation ' 


for the club to meet at Buffalo during the week of January 
22, in connection with the meeting of the New York State 
Breeders’ Association. By a unanimous vote of the mem- 
‘bers present the invitation was accepted and an effort will 
be made to bring out a big representation. 

Upon motion, the executive committee of the club 
was authorized to borrow the sum of $200.00 to settle the 
outstanding bills for printing, postage, etc. 

President Stevens then introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Prof. W. M. Rider, the newly appointed Chief of 
the Extension Bureau of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America: In his introductory remarks, Mr. Stevens al- 
luded to this as perhaps the most important office in the 
Association. Professor Rider emphasized the importance 
of organization for co-operation in boosting the Holstein 
idea and pointed out some of the ways in which this can be 
promoted. Recognition was given the Holstein cow for 
the important work she has done in helping to win the 
war through supplying such a large proportion of the milk 
and butterfat requirements of the world. The great pos- 
sibilities lying before us in the.export trade were men- 
tioned briefly, and the breeders were urged to pay particu- 
lar attention to the breeding and individuality, as well 
as the health of any animals sold for foreign destination. 
The activities of the Belgian Commission now in this coun- 
try were mentioned, and the speaker gave it as his opin- 
ion that the Belgian government would buy their cattle di- 
rect from our breeders quite likely with money loaned by 
our own government. It is.interesting to note that these 
Belgian officials seem to be considering only the Holstein 
breed. In addition to the-European demand there are great 
opportunities for export to South America. The Extension 
Department is now sending to the South American coun- 
tries large quantities of Holstein literature printed in 
Spanish. Mr. Rider was emphatic that our breeders can 
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make the most of these excellent opportunities only by be 
ter organization and more close co-operation. — 

Another point of importance was the recom 
that breeders pay particular attention to the 
quality of the animals that are sent out into the new locali 
ties, even at a sacrifice in price, as the merits of the 
first Holsteins have much to do with the future of the in 
dustry in such localities. 4 

The speaker urged that special attention be given ¢ 
the program of the local club meetings and that outsiders 
who are not now breeding Holsteins be specially invited to 
attend; also that they be given some definite thought o 
carry away from the club meetings. A new pamphlet jg 
being issued by the Extension Department with suggestions 
along this line. Several others of the Holstein club are mak. 
ing special effort for a big attendance, and attractive dis- 
plays of Holstein pictures and printed matter in connection 
with the State Dairymen’s Conventions. Such meetings af. 
ford great opportunities for increasing the membership, 
not only of the local club, but of the National Association 
as well. ; 

The speaker enlarged upon the importance of ag. 
vertising in selling the Holstein proposition, and stated 
that plans are now being laid for a Holstein-Friesian week 
some time in February or March, at which time a country- 
wide display will be made setting forth the merits of 
Holstein cattle and Holstein milk. 

In conclusion Professor Rider suggested the working 
out of some plan for affiliating the local clubs with the 
State organization, after the order of the present affiliation 
with the National body. There is room for considerable 
extension in this respect in New York State. 

Following Professor Rider’s address, a letter from 
Frank T. Price, secretary of the club, was read, urging the 
importance of a federation of all the Holstein interests in 
the State, for a stronger voice in legislative matters at 
Albany. Discussion of this plan was participated in by 
Professor Rider, J. R. Teall, A. A. Hartshorn and C., F. 
Bigler, all of whom supported the idea, as expressed in the 
motion by Mr. B. V. Kelléy, that the chair be authorized to 
appoint a committee to draft plans“for such an organiza-

We cannot oa 
escape hog cholera, even though we 
keep our lots clean, when a neighbor 
a little further up the creek fails to 
burn the carcasses of his hogs when 
they die of cholera, unless we vaccin- 
ate our hogs. 

The brush thicket on a neighbor's 
farm may prove a hiding place for 
wolves that prey upon sheep on other 
farms. Flies coming from one filthy 
home in the community may spread 
typhoid to homes a mile or more dis- 
tant. 

Purchases and sales are best made 
when we join with our neighbors. 
Community breeding of live stock 
pays. Neighborhood improvements 
come through co-operation. 

A telephone system with but one 
subscriber would not be worth much, 
even though the switchboard and 
other equipment might be the best 
that money could buy. The rural tel- 
ephone system, with its convenient 
“central,” ought to teach us a lesson 
in getting together and working to- 
gether. 

Of all the lessons that the war has 
taught us none is greater than that 
of teamwork. It is a day of “drives.” 
Men mass for action. Yes, and the 
soldier learns to keep step before he 
goes into battle. As farmers, can we 
not learn as much?—Farm & Fireside.

To Lift Embargo on Shipment of 
Breeding Animals 7 


Washington, D. C., November 23.—The embargo on express 
shipments of live stock and poultry for breeding purposes from 
December 10 to 31 is to be lifted, according to word received yes- 
terday from the Railroad Administration by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The department pointed out to the rail- 
road and express officials that its food production campaign would 
be retarded materially if an embargo were placed on the shipment 
by express of live stock for breeding purposes. This embargo in- 
cludedsall territory east of the Missouri River, including Minneso- 
ta. The placing of the embargo would have a particularly unfor- 
tunate effect upon the increase in pork production next year. The 
swine-breeding season is short, and if breeding animals could not 
be shipped by express during the proposed period, it would delay the 
season and have a serious effect upon next year’s pig crop, the de- 
partment pointed out, or else it would result in the use of a poorer 
grade of sires which can be obtained locally. 

The embargo covers a large portion of the South where there is 
particular need for improved breeding of swine and the shipment of 
good stock from the North in order to grade up the local hogs. 
Heavy shipments of breeding stock from the Northern to the 
Southern States usually are made during December. The unfor- 
tunate effect on northern breeders also was pointed out to the 
Railroad Administration, as it would leave them with a considerable 
part of their stock on their hands.

FALL FRESHENING? 


Fall freshening or spring freshening 


—which? In the opinion of most suc- 
cessful dairymen fall freshening is the 
better—because: 

1. The fall-freshened cow, they say, 
has two fresh periods—the first, of 
course, in fall, and the second in the 
spring when she is turned out to graze, 

2. The milk yield thereforeris high- 
est in those months when milk com- 
mands the highest prices. It has been 
determined by careful observations 
that cows freshening in fall produce 
from 10 to 15 per cent more milk dur- 
ing the year than cows freshening in 
spring. And when the high price of 
winter milk is considered that 10 or 
15 per cent adds quite a little to the 
dairyman’s income. 

3. In winter the dairyman has the 
time to tend properly to the cow and 
the calf. In spring and summer when 
a thousand and one things are calling 
to him cutdoors the lowing of the cow 
and the blatting of the calf will oft- 
times strike a deaf ear. 

4. The fall caJf will have the better 
chance to develop, and to withstand 
the heat and flies of summer.

Administration has named Decembe: 
1-7 as Conservation Week. Cunbarss 
tion is vital to the relief of prerin 
Europe. Our harvest season hag come 
and gone and whatever food is ex. 
ported must come from our surplus 
and from our savings, very largely the 
latter. Certain foods such as meats 
fats and dairy products, it is true. 
are produced throughout the year but 
even these depend largely on feeds 
and fodder, supplies of which are 
limited and cannot be replenished un. 
til another harvest. 

The original pledge made by the 
Food Administration in behalf of the 
people of the United States was 17% 
million tons of food to be shipped 
overseas by July 1, 1919. This amount 
of food is 50 per cent greater than 
last year. With Belgium and France 
liberated and millions in south central 
Europe clamoring for food, the Unit- 
ed States is now undertaking to in. 
crease its exports from 17% to 2 
million tons. The Mediterranean Sea 
routes are now sufficiently safe for 
bringing wheat from India and Aus- 
tralia, hence our exports will consist 
largely of fats, meats and feed. Feed 
is essential for milk production of 
which the stricken nations are in cri- 
tical need. 

Conservation. week as planned will 
include a message from Mr. Hoover 
to the people through churches, frater- 
nal bodies, clubs, schools, posters, win- 
dow displays and the press. An effort 
will be made to warn of the serious 
results abroad if we fail to heed the 
requests for continued conservation. 
Food we are reminded is the only ef- 
fective weapon with which to combat 
famine still threatening hungry mil- 
lions. And never has there been so 
great an opportunity for women and 
children as well as men to show their 
true spirit of democracy in sending 
relief by daily acts of food saving. 

Conservation week is intended also 
to impress upon every one that stop- 
ping hostilities or even the ultimate 
signing of peace terms produces no 
extra food and that human lives will 
continue to be sacrificed unless food 
is saved in this country and properly 
distributed among those who have 
pitifully little or none.
